Atonement. 


MONDAY next, on which recurs the great Day of Days in the 
Jewish Calendar, will make its unerring call upon the Jew, 
wherever he may be and in whatever circumstances and in what- 
ever condition. It is aday which impels the lame and the halt to 
walk firmly in the paths of Judaism, and encourages and nerves 
those strong in their faith to persist in the way of their 
faith, however heavy may be the toll their journey demands 
of them. The influence of Kippur day upon Jews may 
have, doubtless has, in some _ respects’ lessened. But 
that is not to argue that the institution as such is failing. It is 

_ far more likely that, as with so much else in this world, it is 
undergoing violent transition. If some of the age-long associations 
of the day no longer appeal, as it is termed, to the modern 
Jew, other associations with the idea which the day exemplifies 
are gradually but surelyforming. The point is, however, that the 
essential inspiration of the day remains, even in this world of doubé 
and irreligion, with all the thousand and one distractions to which the 
Jew is subjected in the environments in which he lives. That 
inspiration is the call it makes to every Jew, and its insistence upon 
the interdependence of Jew and Jew the world through, and surely 
not least of all the proclamation which it makes of the abiding 
faith that is in our people. Itis a great day of reconciliation of 
man to man, and man to God. It bears within itself lessons of 
admonition, and of encouragement, that are not merely. meet but are 
urgently needed by us here and now. That is the secret of 
the influence which Yom Kippur exercises. It is the) secret of its 
hold upon all our brethren; it is that which makes it, above all 
other celebrations, the great Day of days it is to all who bear 
allegiance to the name of Jew. 


Dr. Hertz. 


A worRD of sincere congratulation to the CHIEF RABBI on his 
attaining his fiftieth birthday, which he reached on Monday 
last. The hope is general that he may be spared for many years 
in health and in strength, to carry out the onerous duties 
of the high office he fills. The decade during which Dr, Hertz has 
been Chief Rabbi has covered a period in which everything involved 
in war has had its stultifying effects upon the Rabbinate, as upon all 
endeavours other than those directly connected with combating the 
country’s enemies. None the less, Dr. Hertz has, in more than one 
direction, given undoubted evidence of his capacity; not least in 
undertaking the world-tour which he made personally so successful. 
As our readers know, the whole project whereby the CHIEF 
RABBI for nearly a year was sent wandering over the face of the 
earth, was not one that appealed to us as wise, either in the interests 
of the Rabbinate or of Judaism in this country. Much that has 
resulted has gone to show that there was at least a great deal to be said 
for the point of view which we urged. That, however, by the way, and 
it detracts not at all from the fact that Dr. Hertz performed his 
part in the mission with remarkable energy aud, as we say, notable 


success. We hope all good things for the Curer Rapst, arel that the 
blessings of the Almighty may throughout his life be reserved for 
him, 


Immigration into the Land of Israel. 

Tue Zionist Review, the official organ of the English Zionist 
Federation, makes bitter complaint in its current issue concerning the 
ban now existing on Jewish immigration into the Land of Israel. Ina 
leading note which we reprint elsewhere, our contemporary points 
out that during the month of July the number of immigrants who 
were able to squeeze through was but three hundred and forty-nine, of 
whom two hundred and nineteen were wives, children, and other 
persons wholly dependent upon residents in the country. Zionists 
are naturally beginning to ask themselves how long at this rate if 
is going to take before such a Jewish population can be gathered 
into the Land of Israel as to render it (even in point of 
numbers) as Jewish as England is English. They are asking them- 
selves, too, how Palestine can possibly be regarded asaJewish National 
Home when its administration definitely sets a ban against the 
immigration into the country of Jews. In fact, it sets up just 
there the only definitely anti-Jewish immigration bar that exists 
anywhere in the world. But our contemporary, much as it may 
rightly be annoyed, ought not to be surprised. The British Govern- 
ment, as explained by the Colonial Minister, conceives tha Jewish 
National Home, as promised by the Balfour Declaration and agreed to 
by the Powers in the Palestine Mandate, to be merely the 
maintenance and development of the Jewish community now exist- 
inginthecountry. Clearly, for such a purpose, any very considerable 
immigration is totally unnecessary, essential as it would be if the 
Jewish National Home to be created were in the nature of a Jewish 
Commonwealth, such as Zionists have been striving for and such as 


they—and everyone else—supposed was to be conceded to Jews 
under the Mandate. 


AND, really, if is hardly reasonable for our contemporary 
to make the reproaches it does in the matter concerning either 
the HIGH COMMISSIONER or anyone else. It forgets that 
the leader of the Zionist Movement and his colleagues 
on the Executive Committee of the Organisation signed a letter 
concurring with Mr. CHURCHILL’s view of the meaning of ' Jewish 
National Home” and promising to conduct their work in Palestine 
accordingly. For our part, we fully expected a ban on immigration 
would follow a declaration that Great Britain's duty under the 
Mandate consisted no more (so far as Jews went) than the 
maintenance of the Jewish Community in Palestine. If we remember 
aright, the Zionist Review expressed itself in opposition to the 
view we took of the Churchill Statement and the concurrence in it by 
the Zionist Executive. It is apparently finding out all too soon that wé 
were not wrong when we criticised the procedure as turning the whole 
idea of a Jewish National Home into a mockery (as our contemporary 
well puts it), and besides making of the Balfour Declaration and of the 
Mandate adelusion anda sham. So farasthe Zionist Executive was 
concarned, it plaved the part it didin the transaction influenced, doubt- 
less, by the desire (very commendable up to a point) not to run counter 
to the wishes of the Mandatory Power. But it made a mis- 
take in concluding that Mr. CHURCHILL’s conception of a Jewish 
National Home necessarily accorded with thatof British public opinion, 
A far robuster and much more sensible note pervaded the stirring 
address made on Wednesday by. Col. Josiah WepDGwoop, M.P, 
(who may be taken to know something of the sentiments of the 
British public) at the luncheon tendered him oo his departure for 
America, largely in the interests of the Movement. Col. WEDGWOOB 
understands and keeps clearly in view the real object and purpose 
of the Zionist Movement and the true intention of the Mandate. He 
sees how the creation of a Jewish Commonwealth would tend to the 
salvation of Jews no less than to the well-being of the world. It 
follows that it is but a darkening of counsel by words to pretend 
that the Zionist objective can be attained by merely maintaining the 
Jewish “ Community” in Palestine, as Sir HERBERT SAMUEL advised 
Mr. CHURCHILL would amply satisfy needs and redeem the British 
promise to the Jewish people. It is remarkable how a non-Jew 
like Col. WeDGWoopD finds no difficulty in brushing aside all the 


trivial, timid, and paltry apologetics in which so many Jews delight, 


and places the claim of the Jewish Peop le as aclear and unmistakable 
demand for the re-establishment of its National being, which for 
nearly twenty centuries has been denied to % His statement of 
the Jewish case forms an example, much need ed in certain Jewish 
quarters, and not least in Zionist, of the manner in which the 
question should be envisaged, at least with due regard to 
Jewish self-respect and the dignity of the Jewish People. We 
sincerely hope it may prove to be also an incentive and an 
encouragement. 


The Board's Appeal. 


Mr, STIcbeG appeals in an eloquent and urgent letter, 
which we publish in another column, for support to the 
Board of Guardians. He bases, his claima at the momenf 
on all the Day of Atonement teaches of Charity and 
Brotherhood and Kindliness to the Poor. It is mo wonder that those 
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-responsible for ‘gathering in funds for bettering the condition in 
which the less: well placed of our people find themselves, should 
utilise this season of the Jewish year in order to drive home to the 
hearts of Jews appreciation of their charitable duty. It is to be hoped 
that those in the Metropolis whose minds are influenced to kindly 
deeds as a result of the religious impulse of these Holy Days, will not 
forget the Board, or the fight that it makes throughout all the year 
against poverty, hunger, and disease. But our purpose in referring 
to the letter which Mr. StieneL sends us is not merely to emphasise 
his words, for they are full of emphasis. It isto call attention yet 
once again to the chaotic manner in which appeals for charity are 
launched upon the community, not only now but at all times. 
During this very Holy Day season, the Cuter Rast has felt impelled 
to ask Ministers to devote four separate sermons to four separate 
appeals for four separate charitable endeavours! ‘There are a 
number of questions that maturally arise on the CHlkr Rapni's 
request, questions involving the right use, or, perhaps it were better 
to say, the best use, to which the pulpits can be put on those days of 
the year when, by reason of the large attendances that assemble, the 
Minister has his best opportunities for bringing the message that is 
within him to his congregants. Ought that message to be an appeal 
to their pockets, even through their hearts, or should it not rather 
be a message to their hearts, if you will, but to their souls as its 
objective? Apart from this, however, could anything more ridiculous 
be conceived than that a community should be muddled and 
puvzled by having four separate appeals launched at it at once? 
Even the Minister must have some difficulty in deciding 
the precedence he is to give to four causes, all of them equally 
urgent, all of them equally piteous. But what an opportunity, 
to be sure, for those so disposed mentally to reply: A _ plague 
o’ all your houses! I cannot give to all appeals, so I will give to 
none. Nothing so much as the CHtikeF RABBI's request to which we 
refer could more certainly point to the necessity for some sort of 
charity amalgamation or federation forwhich we have so long pleaded. 
Although the leading men in our community, who have made them. 
selves responsible for our charitable institutions, Mr. SrTirpe. 
among them, have dogmatically asserted that the plan which has 
been found to work so well in the United States would:not anewer 
here, none of them has ever ventured to produce anything in the 
mature of a reasoned argument for that belief. That is not the way 
to appeal to, or at least to gain support from, the community; and 
the wonder is, having regard to the violent competition which 
exists between our charities for the contributions of the public, not 
that they are faring as badly as they are, but that they. are being 
maintained as well as they are.

More than one preacher has spokén boldly and clearly from the 
pulpit during these last few days in favour of a peaceful solution of 
the difficulties that confront this country in the Near East, and in 
favour of an adjustment of them by means at once human and 


more civilised than the barbarous methods of war. Among 


such preachers, prominent mention must be made of Rabbi: 


Dr. B. Santomon, of Manchester, of whose eloquent words we 
print an extract elsewhere in the present issue. . Another 
preacher, not one of our people, who also made a most telling 
appeal in the same direction was the Rey. Dr. J. H. Jowzrr. 
preaching at Eastbourne Congregational Church on Sunday last. 
As he rightly said, “there are grievances” among the people of 
the East, “which are concerned with religious faiths and creeds, 
and which are wedded to the most tremendous passions in the 
hearts of men.’ Those passions, he pleaded, should not be aroused 
and nothing should be done to exacerbate them. Consideration 
should be given to them as a sure way to a peaceful issue. 
Yet having said that, Dr. Jowrrr himself turned to utter 
words that he must have known would deeply wound the racial 
susceptibilities with which the religious sentiments of all who belong 
to the Jewish race are bound up. Speaking of the difticulties and 
disputes existing in the Near East, he declared ‘they must 
be removed out of the circle of fierce nationalism. away from 
intriguing diplomacy and from all the subtle and ceaseless influence 
of Jewish financiers.” As Dr. SALOMON rightly and wisely said, we 
Jews, who suffer more than any other people from the results of war, 
have had always to endure the base charge of desiring war, and then 
when war came Jews were ever marked as the scapegoats. But what 
truth can there be in Dr. Jowrrt’s insinuation? If there be, as he 
states, a subtle and ceaseless influence which makes for war exercised 
by financiers, then it is exercised by financiers of all races and all 
creeds, and not merely by those who happen to be Jews. We cannot 
think that Dr. Jowrerr wishes to use his great ability as a Preacher in 
order to fan the flames of unreasoning hatred and prejudice against 
Jews, of which far more exists in the world te-day than: can. be 
for its good. We should have thought that a praacher of 
Dr. Jowert'’s capacity would. have taken .care to exercise his 
undoubted powers which he soamply brought to.bear imthe-sermon 
he preached at Eastbourne in favour of Peace, in. the direction of 
assuaging anti-Jewish sentiment, not of encouraging it,

Jonah’s Word... 


<>--—- 
By Mentor. 
TE choice of the Book of Jonah as the Reading from the 


Prophetical Writings for the Afternoon Service on the Day 

of Atonement is amply justified by the many lessons 

peculiarly appropriate to the day, which the story conveys. 
Still, the narrative which tells of the Prophet's submarine sojourn 
is to all appearances but a fairy tale, while the whole of the incident 
which the Book wecords may Well be no more than legendary. It 
has occurred to many to ask why this compilation, based as it most 
probably is for the greater part upon mere imagination, should 
have been selected for the important niche it is accorded in the 
great service of the great Day of Days in the Jewish calendar. It 
has always seemed to me that the selection of the Book for the 
important purpose which it is designed to serve in Jewish liturgy 
is strong evidence of the capacity in the Jew for divining realities, 
even though hidden by a fume of fancy, however densé. The 
Book of Jonah is selected, altogether without reference to the 
manner in which they are framed, for the splendid truths it is 
capable of inculeating. There is the wonderful lesson of the gourd, 
and of the Prophet's impatient complaining because his word 
of warning did not come true of Nineveh, although its justification 
would have involved the death of countless mortals and the 
ruin of a great city. There is the patent admonition implied in 
the Prophet's refusal to shoulder the burden of duty that had been 
cast upon him, of his fleeing from a difficult position instead 
of facing an unpleasant mission with fortitude. But of all the 
many teachings with which this little book is pregnant none, it 
seems to me, comes near to, and all pale into insignificance beside, 
the volume of instruction, guidance, and direction contained in the 
simple word with which the Prophet is credited, when he was 
challenged upen his identity, his origin, and his allegiance. He 
answered in language so unadorned that it conreyed a whole world 
of meaning: “I am an Hebrew.” 


The Bond Universal. 


It strikes me that in this Jonah declaration we have in microcosm 
the whole of the celebration which marks next Monday for the Jew. 
The Day of Atonement, although its pristine influence may, to a 
certain extent, be fading, has still a wonderful power over our people. 
It compels them once, at least, in every year to proclaim, as Jonah 
did, their origin, their identity, and their allegiance. Even to those 
of our people who refuse the opportunity of saying by their 
observance of the Kippur: “I am an Hebrew,” the institu- 
tion acts vicariously It proclaims the truth for them. Because 
it affords them a negative prominence. How often have I heard 
the remark passed: So-and-so was not in synagogue, or So-and.- 
so did not close his place of business on Yom Kippwr! And 
invariably this recalcitrant child of our People, who himself: refused 
to take the opportunity provided for him for saying “I am an 
llebrew,” is, by the Day of Atonement, dragged. from the Jewish 
obscurity he sought: “He is an Hebrew,” the day as it were 
proclaims for him! Nor am I thinking of Jonah’s word in its 
religious sense, That is an aspect I prefer to leave to our Rabbis 
and Ministers, who, on Monday, will be telling the meaning 
of the Day of Atonement and its precise place in the economy of 
Judaism; from thousands and thousands of pulpits from end to end 
of the earth.. 


For’ the’ Day of Atonement is, mores surely than any other: 
celebration, a binding:link between Jew and Jéw the world over’ 
everywhere, From: Greenland’s icy mountains to Afric’s coral 
strand, from China to Peru, midst the chilling: blasts of the snowy 
North and the torrid heatof the equatorial belt, in the obscure village: 
unidentifiable on any map as in the great cities of every country, 
in every sort and kind of environment, under the gis of every 
tongue; under the impulse of every language and’ every dialect, on. 
land; on seé, in the illimitable desert as in the boundless ocean, on 
Monday next Jews will be contributing to one great chorus-swell— 
“T am an Hebrew.” This does not mean identity of religious. 
thought. The QOhassid in Poland or Galicia will be saying it as 
surely as the’ Reformer in Chicago or Cincinnati. The ultra- 
orthodox Nationalist Jew in Jerusalem will say itno more, as he will 
say it noless, surely than the assimilant “persuasion” Jew in Berlin. 
The American Temple will ring with the same word-as the Russian» 
Chevra. Portuguese, Spanish, German, Polish, Reform, ~ Liberal,’ 
Ashkenazic of all kinds and Sephardic of all kinds, Anglicised and 
Americanised, all Jews everywhere will be saying for themselves, 
or having said for them, Jonah’s word: “I am an Hebrew.” It is 
the Jew’s asseveration of allegiance to the Jewish people, to the 
idea of Jewish solidarity; the’declaration by Jews that though they 
be of differing nationalities, of différing views of their ‘religion, 
speaking vernacularly differing languages in differing environ*” 
ments, and living in differing conditions, yet Jonah’s word binds) 
them all as in a world-girdling belt. One and all proclaim actively~ 
or passively; “I am:an Hebrew.”

Thus viewed, the Day of Atonement.is a great Jewish instita- 
tion apart altogether from its religious implications, lts implications 


-asininity of these deniers. 


of loyalty to the Jewish People are justas compelling. If it be designed 
as a day of repentance for moral lapses, it is tooa day of repentance 
in respect to lapses fromthe moral obligation under which every Jew 
is bound to his fellow-Jews. Ifit be a measure whereby man may be 
reconciled to his God, the soul may turn to the Creator of all things, 
and thus get nearer unto Him, then it is aday too of reconciliation for 
every Jew to all other Jews, an instrument whereby the Jew is 
drawn just a little nearer in thought; in spirit’and: in aspiration 
to the world Jewry to which he belongs. If the Day of Atone- 
ment, religiously regarded, is a day of sacrifice, bringing to all those 
who observe it a sense of the’ need for giving’ up that which 
is material for the sake of better comprehending the spiritual, 
surely the day, too, is a day conveying to every observer of it some 
thought of the sacrifice due by him for the sake of the proud 
privilege of being able to join in the million-tongued asseveration: 
“Taman Hebrew.” And, perchance, a thought, too, may come to the 
Day of Atonement worshipper as he contemplates the paltry sacrifice 
of a meal or two to which he is subjecting himself, of the sacrifice 
that the ages have demanded, of the sacrifice that even in this age is 
claimed from the man who appreciates the splendid heritage that is 
his, and who, in Jonah’s word, declares: “I am an Hebrew.” That 
thought must of necessity take us, in mind at least, and assuredly in 
heart, also, to our brothersand sisters upon whom the sacrifice imposed 
upon the Jew lies ponderously indeed at this moment. Mutual 
help, mutual aid, the sense of brotherhood in Jews, however divided 
by distance, or separated in condition, that is the gravamen of the 


sacrifice which Yom Kippur induces in those who regard and 
understand its call. 


The Word in these Days. 


“Tam an Hebrew,” exclaimed Jonah, when challenged upon his 
identity, his origin, and his allegiance; and he even went on to 
proclaim, consequentially it would seem, his religious adherence: 
Yet Jonab, so the story runs, was on a ship going down to Jonpa 
amid strangers who were alien to him, when he made answer to 
the challenge and declared: “I am an Hebrew.” 
then, is clearly not meant to be confined to a single day in 
the year: It was said at just an ordinary time, apparently on a 
working day. At least, the prophetical story gives no particular 
occasion for Jonah’s making the declaration beyond,the circum- 
stance of the challenge which he received. Jonah'’s word is thus 
not, as it is with so many, just @ one-day declaration. Nor was it 
made in a synagogue. A monition. that, as to the folly of Jews 
who are willing enough to repeat for themselves Jonal’s word 
in the place of worship, and yet resort to every device and 
exercise all the ingenuity they can muster in order outside 
to negative the word and to proclaim, if not actually ten 
by inference, “I am wnot an Hebrew.’ An Englishman, an 
American, a German, a Frenchman, a Russian, a Turk, an Italian, @ 
Czechoslovakian, a Peruvian, even a Palestmian—anything you 
will—but? “I am au Hebrew,’ that is for inside the synagogue! 
If the word of Jonah has any meaning at all, it surely laughs and 
mocks to scorn these foolish, foolish people who, ashamed of their 
identity, their origin, and the allegiance of which if they were not 
so ignorant in soul they wonld be prond, turn Jonah’s word into 
a thing of scorn and derision by attempting to conceal, instead of 
proudly proclaiming, the fact that they are Hebrews. 

As I have so many times pointed out, the woeful failure which 
almost invariably meets their efforts is the measure of the arrant 
The whole story of Jonah would have 
been altogether different, if when challenged he had said: “I ama 
Syrian,’ because he would have met the fate that has happened and 
is happening constantly to those who deny their Jewish origin, their 
identity, and their allegiance. The mariners on that fatal vessel 
would not have’ been” exceedingly afraid” of him. They would 
have been exceedingly contemptuous of him, and he would have 
surely met an even rougher fate than the one he himself chose; of 
being cast into the ocean of chance, conscious as he was of the. 
dereliction of duty of which he had been guilty. No, no! the 
word of Jonah, if it have evem’ any remote relativity to

Allied Protection for Jews in Turkey. 


BRITISH WARSHIPS IN SEA OF MARMORA. 
[From our Correspondent.) CONSTANTINOPLE. 


At the request of the Chief Rabbi of Turkey, the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Allied forzes in Turkey has sent a number of destroyers to 
patrol the ports and the islands of the Sea of Marmora, in order to protect 
the lives and property of the Jews of this country and to secure them 
against hostile action on the part of the Greeks. Ina letter to the Chief 
Rabbi, the Commander-in-Chief said that it was with great pleasure 
that he consented to take our co-religionists under the protection of the 


British fiag. 
Itis satisfactory also to note that it is thanks to the intervention of 


‘French soldiers, that the Jewish quarter of Brusa was spared from the 


depredations of the retiring Greek army.

Jews in Smyrna.

RELIEF WORK IN THE UKRAINE. 
[From our Correspondent. | PARIS. | 


According to the latest information from Smyrna, the Jewish quarter 
has not been burnt by the Turks. It is reported, however, that a number 
of Jews who wore the Turkish fez were murdered by the Greeks prior to 
their evacuation of the town. The French Government has issued 
instructions to General Pe!é to assist Jewish sufferersin Smyra. The 
Alliance Israélite has sent 100,000 francs for the relict of Jews, and the 
Adrianople Jewish community has forwarded a sum of} )1oney for the same 
purpose. Mr. Haim Nahoum, late Chief Rabbi of Lurkey, who has 
returned from Angora, confirms the report that the Jewish quarter of 
Smyrna has been spared. Only the great emporia belonging to Jews in 
the European quarter have been destroyed. None the less, the situation 
is difficult, because of the shortage of food supplies, and because there 
has been added to the local Jewish population a large number of re‘ugees 
from neighbouring towns which were destroyed by the Greeks, All these, 
having lost everything they possessed, are seeking refuge in Smyrna. 

Latest reports from Odessa, Rostov and Kharkoff indicate that a 
movement is on foot among Jewish communal workers in the district to 
assist the suffering Jews in reconstruction work in the Ukraine. Oa 
October 15th, a ship, laden with supplies and medicaments, will leave 
France for Odessa, sent by the Executive of the World Reiiet Conference. 
Mr. D. Greenberg, the delegate of the Conference, has gone to Ukraine to 
assist in the distribution of supplies sent by the French Red Cross by 
virtue of an arrangement with the Executive. Farther transports of 
medical appliances have been sent to the Ukraine via Rumania, and 
have reached their destination. Latest reports from Tiraspol and 
Dubosari indicate that the harvest has again been a failure. Help is 
urgently needed. The World Relief Conference is conducting negotiations 
preliminary to sending a large consignment of food there. 

Colonel! Carence, of the Artillery, has been promoted to the rank of 
Brigadier-General. General Carence is an authority on matters relating 
to artillery. He was in charge of the military information bureau of the 
Ministry of War at the outbreak of hostilities, and later organised the 
General Headquarters’ bureau. Subsequently he led a regiment of 
artillery. Including General Carence, there are now six Jewish Generals 
on active service in the French army, and eight on the reserve list. 


League of Nations. 
CONFLICT BETWEEN POLAND AND LITHUANIA, 
[From our Special Correspondent.) GENEVA. 


The dispute between Poland and Lithuania with regard to Vilna, 
which has lasted two years, has come before the MinoritiesCommittee. The 
occasion was the Lithuanian delegate’s charges against Poland of arbitrary 
acts, including pogroms against the Jews, “accompanied by torture,” 
The Polish delegate, Mr. Ashkenazy, met these charges with a flat denial, 
adding that a commission of enquiry had found no basis for any of the 
allegations regarding the Jews. Finally, the matter was referred to the 
Council, which, by the way, agreed last January to send representatives 
to the spot ‘if it thinks it necessary.” 
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Latvia and the Minorities. 
STATEMENT BY LATVIAN LEGATION. 


Referring to the description of the Latvian delegate’s speech at tho 
League of Nations Assembly on the protection of minorities as a “ tearing

Jewish “ Bloc” Disunited. 
--— 
GALICIAN JEWS TO PARTICIPATE IN ELECTIONS. 


[From our Correspondent. ] WARSAW. 


Hopes that all the Jews in Poland would unite for the purpose of 
securing the maximum number of seats in the next parliament, have been 
frustrated. It appears that the Jewish Socialist and Labour groups, the 
Assimilation Party, the People’s Party, and the Democrats have decline 
to join the //oc of national minorities formed in connection with the forth 
coming general elections. This is bound to have the effect of reducing 
the number of Jewish representatives in the House. 

The Nationalist Jews in Eastern Galicia have decided to participate 
in the General Elections. ‘The Poles fear a Jewish alliance with the 
Ruthenians. The Polish Socialists have begun to publisha Yiddish news 
paper for election purposes. The Government, in its turn, is doing all it 
can to arrest the *‘ Bundist’’ propaganda. Their organ is frequently con. 
fiscated, and obstacles are put in the way of their election preparations. 

The losses suffered by the Jews during the pogroms at Kattowitz 
amount to a hundred and twenty million German marks. Most of the 
Jewish leaders have left the town, and all social and charitable Jewish 
institutions are closed. 

Attacks by railway officials on the Jews are reported from Rawa. 
Ruska. A deputation, headed by the Rabbi, had assembled at the station 
for the purpose of greeting the Tsadik of Belz, who was travelling to 
Oleshitz. The station-master refused to issue platform tickets to the 
Jews, and, together with his subordinates, attacked them. A number of 
Jews, inclading the Rabbi, were severely beaten. Only those who bribed 
the officials were allowed to return homeunhurt. TheJewish community 
is instituting proceedings against the railway authorities. 


Jewish National Association of Rumania. 
HUNGARIAN DELEGATE SLIGHTED. | 
{From our Correspondent.) BUCHAREST. 


The Congress of the Jewish National Association has concluded its 
sittings. In a powerful plea for unification, Dr. Vertes said that the 
Government imposed important social and cultural duties upon the Jews, 
and these could be carried out only if the whole of Rumanian Jewry were 
united financially. He instanced the city of Temesvar, in Transylvania, 
where there were four communities, all of which were struggling with 
financial difficulties. Dr. Fischer, the President of the Association. 
ermphasised the necessity of so framing the Minority Law that it should 
clearly convey that the Jews are a separate people, with a specia! 
national consciousness. After som: discussion, a Committee was formed 
which will be entrusted with the task of drafting a memorandum to be 
submitted to the Government on this point. Dr. Silbermann suggested 
thatall Jews who, in consequence of political persécution, or a change of 
domicile, had forfeited their right to citizenship, should automatica!!y 
become Palestinian subjects, and as such should be afforded the privileges 
and protection to which they would thereby become entitled. He 
proposed that a memorandum to this effect should be sent, through the 
medium of the Parisian Delegation, to the League of Nations and to the 
British Government. He also proposed that the Association should send 
memoranda to the League of Nations, the British Government and other 
Governments, requesting them to enforce the observation of the Peace 
Treaty by countries in which Jews were persecuted. Both resolutions 
were carried unanimously. 

Aa unfortunate incident occurred in connection with the Hungarian 
delegation. The President had welcomed the official Rumanian delegate 
in the Rumanian language, and all the other delegates in German, since 
practically all those present were familiar with that tongue. Since, 
however, the town in which the Congress was held was a former Hun- 
garian town, a Mr. Barabas, an ex-member of Parliament, attended in 
the name of the Christian congregations. This gentleman took offence 
at the fact that he and his delegation were not welcomed in their own 
language, i.c., Hungarian, although it was the mother-tongue of 90 per 
cent. of the delegates present. Mr. Barabas accordingly left the Congress 
as a demonstration ofdisapproval. He declined to reconsider his decision, 
although it was pointed out to him that since all discussions were ©cou- 
ducted in Hungarian, the slight was obviously not intentional. It is 
feared that this confretemps may occasion fresh anti-Semitic outbreaks on 
the part of the “ Awakening ” organs. 

A large estate, about 2,590 acres in extent, at Czehtelek, near Oradea- 
Mare, the property of the Hon. Charles Rothschild, has come under the 
new expropriation law. In consequence of the fact that the owner docs 
not reside in Rumania, four-fifths of the estate have been expropriated 41 
the price which prevailed in 1913. Mr. Rothschild’s legal representatiy® 
is appealing against the order.

Sin,—Again I ask the indulgence of your columns for the Board’s 
Annual Appeal. 

Iam thankful to say that things are not quite so desperate now as 
they were when I made my two previous appeals. During the past year 
unemployment, though still very serious, has shown some falling off, and, 
thanks to the unexampled efforts of certain members of the Board, the 
number of people who give to its funds has risen from under 2,000 to 
rather over 3,000. Moreover, the success of our Albert Hall concert did 
something to relieve our anxieties. 


DEFICIT AND OVERDRAFT. 


But we still have an expenditure of £24,500 andan income of £21,100. 
During the past year we have been able to avoid selling securities, but 
our overdraft has risen from £14,150 to over £18,000. We have been able 
to send a slightly larger number of delicate children to the country, 
Unfortunately, we are well aware that even uow there are many children 
to whom the change would mean much, perhaps everything, but whom 
we cannot afford to send away. | 


CONVALESCENT HOME CLOSED. 


Again, while the lack of Jewish Convalescent Homes is a subject of 
comment, both within and without the limits of Jewry, our splendid 
Convalescent Home at Walton-on-the-Naze is closed for nearly half the 
year because we have not the money to keepitopen. Yes! and there 
are other problems of Jewish poverty, of Jewish misery and want, which 
in the present state of our finances we cannot attempt to deal with. 

Now this state of affairs is a discredit to all London Jews. And it 
could be avoided so easily! If only each one of them would give accord- 
ing to his means, ifjonly each one of them would get two or three of his 
friends to give, then this blot would be removed from our shield, and the 
Board could freely carry on its noble work. 


THE PROPHET'’S BIDDING. 


On the Day of Atonement the story of our needs and of the woes of 
our poorer brethren will be heard from every pulpit in London. Sarely 
none will turn a deaf earto those appeals; surely none will forget what 
the prophet tells us is one of the great purposes of that solemn day. 
“Is not this the fast that I have chosen? Is it not to deal thy 
bread to the hungry, and that thou bring the poor that are cast 
out to thy house? When thou seest the naked that thou cover him; 
(Isaiah c. 58 Vv. 
6 and 7). 

If these things are remembered there is some hope for our poor in 
the difficult days before us.

St. George’s Jewish Settlement. 


A NEW DEPARTURE. 


The St. George's Jewish Settlement was responsible for a new 
departure undertaken by Mr. Basil Henriques, the Warden, with the 
assistance of Mrs. Henriques (says the Jewish World). Services for Rosh 
Hashanah were arranged at the Whitechapel Art Gallery, the hall of 
which was crowded on both days of the festival, some eight or nine 
hundred congregants attending. The congregation consisted of men and 
women of all ages and children, and was remarkably decorous and devout. 
The service itself was not that employed by any section of Jews, but was 
specially contrived for the purpose. It was a deftly-arranged combina- 
tion, some parts in English, some parts in Hebrew, the old and the new 
drawn together. Thus the portion from the Sepher was read with the 
traditional neginoth, while the Haphiorah was read in English. There 
were specially-com posed prayers in English and ancient tunes cheek by 
jowl. It was not alone a new departure but a remarkable performance, 
and it is difficult to say how much of its success was due to the inherent 
value of the service and how much to its novelty. 

The Leitmotif of the service was what has been termed the 
linking of past tradition with future hope. There was sufficient in it to 
Satisfy personal spiritual longings, and sufiicient to bring home to those 
nurtured in traditional surroundings the clinging memories of their early 
youth. And it may be that precisely in this reverence for tradition 
which sacrifices nothing of values, merely because it is old, intertwined 
with that which meets modern needs and allows for modern conditions, 
the future of the Jewish religion is most surely to be looked for. It may 
be that the reformer, with his ruthless disregard of the valuable 
sentiment that abides in time-hallowed custom, has been equally at 
fault as the rigid orthodox who shuts out every concaption, every 
idea, every practice that is not deeply coloured with the mark of ages. 
But, as we say, it is difficult to judge from the one service held by Mr. 
Sasil Henriques on the New Year. The test would be in the success that 
would meet the idea if it were crystallised into a regular service through- 
out the year and enshrined in a regular place of worship. But, having 
regard to the distressing religious conditions that prevail with so many of 
our people (although the experiment was made in the East End, the 
conditions to which we allude are assuredly not to be found in that 


quarter only) aa effort on the lines we suggest might be amply worth 
while and bring a rich reward,

JEWISH COOKERY. 


CABBAGES. 


Savoury Cabbages. 


One cabbage Fimoked beef, 1 slice 


Dripping, 2 oz. Stock, half-pint 
One small cnuion. 
PREPARE the cabbage, and cut it up into shreds. Mince the onion 


and beef. Melt the dripping in a stewpan, add the beef and onion, and 
cook until the latter is slightly browned. Add the cabbage, season with 
salt and pepper, and pour over the stock. Cover closely and stew gently 
until the cabbage is quite soft. 


Cabbage au Gratin. 


Margarine, 1 oz 
Cornfiour, 1 tablespoonfu! 
Brows crumbs 


One cabbage 
Milk, half-pint 
Water, half-pint 
Cheese, 2 oz. 
Cook the cabbage until tender. Drain well and chop it up. Make a 
white sauce with the milk, water, and cornflour; season it with salt and 
pepper, and then stir in the cheese. | 
Grease a fireproof dish, and put in the cabbage; pour over the 
cheese sauce, sprinkle with brown crumbs, and put some small pieces of 
margarine on top. Cook in a moderate oven until it is bot through and 
brown on top. 


Stewed Red Cabbage. 


One red cabbage. Vinegar, 1 gill Stoc:, half-pint 

SHRED the cabbage very fine, then place itin a fireproof dish. and 
sprinkle with salt and pepper; pour over the vinegar and stock, and cook 
in a moderate oven for about two hoursanda half. Then strain off the 


liquid, and serve in the centre of a dish, with fried sausages arouad. 


Stuffed Cabbage. 


One small « abbage. 
Batusage-meat, 4 lb 


Minced onion, 1 dessert s;oonfal. 


Stock, ha ‘I-pint 

ADD the*minoced onion to the sausage-meat, and highly season with 
salt and pepper. 

Wash the cabbage, then pour over some boiling water. and let it 
stand for tive minutes. Kemove from the water, and piace a little of the 
sausave-meat inside each leaf. Tie the cabbage round with some tape 
to keep the leaves in place, and put it into a stewpan; pour over the 
stock, and stew gently for an hour anda half. Then slightly thicken 
the gravy, and serve very hot.

Cabbage Soup. 


One cabbage. Milk, 1 pint 

Potatoes, 1 lb Water or vegetable stock, 2 piuts. 
Onions, 1 oz. Cornflour, 1 oz. 

Margarine, 14 oz 


WASH and prepare the onion, potatoes, and cabbage, and cut them 
all into thin slices. Melt the margarine in a stewpan, add the vecetables, 
and cook for five minutes; pour over the water or stock and a little salt, 
and boil gently for about three-quarters of an hour. Thea rub it through 
a sieve, and return the puree to the saucepan. Add the milk, and bring 
it to the boil. Thicken with the cornflour, and boil for another five 
minutes. Serve with croutons of fried bread.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WiTH 


Dr. VICTOR FELDMAN. 


HE name of Dr. Victor Feldman has lately come .into 
prominence in the Press in connection with a food 


poisoning case, in which he gave evidence at the inquest, 

stating that the effects would have been much more 
serious had the food not been Ausher. Dr. Feldman is the Acting 
“Medical Superintendent of St. Leonard's Hospital, Shoreditch, 
where he recently had the honour of a 
visit from the Queen, who inspected the 
wards. He was trained at the London 
Hospital, and was for some time 
Resident Medical Officer at the Chelsea 
Infirmary. He takes a great interest 
in the work of the Hagodol Social 
Club, of which his brother, Dr. Israel 
Feldman, is President. To a represen. 
tative of the Jewish Chronicle, Dr. 
Feldman, in the course of an interview, 
has expounded his views on the subject 
of the dietary laws from a medical and 
hygienic point of view. 

FOOD POISONING. 

“The recent case of food poisoning,” 
said Dr. Feldman, “is not the firstin which 
I have been professionally concerned, as 
I had to deal with two similar outbreaks 
while at Chelsea. But the onethe other day 
is of special interest, inasmuch as it is the first recorded case in which a 
chicken has been the cause of the trouble, and secondly, because the 
chicken was killed according to Jewish ritual requirements. I do not 
regard the latter fact as a disturbing feature, and I endeavoured to make 
it clear at the inquest that the effects would probably have been very 
much more serious had the chicken not been killed kashivr. It is a matter 
of extreme rarity for food poisoning to occur where the Jewish dietary 
regulations are observed. Where theanimal is bled putrefaction does not 
set in so readily, and any harmful organism has no time to develop before 
the consumption of the meat. Ia the majority of recorded eases—mainly 
in Germany and America—it has been shown that the food (usually 
Sausage) was made of substances rich in blood, which is a very good 
medium for organisms to grow in. That shelifish and potted meats are 
very harmful is shown by the recent outbreak in Scotland and numerous 
other recorded cases. I have looked up a list of the epidemics which 
occurred from 1589 to 1902, and in all these cases the contributory cause 
was potted meat, ham, pork or sausage. No case affected members of 
the Jewish Community.

“DR. MOSES.” 

“Tam convinced,” Dr. Feldman went on to say, “that the author of 
the Jewish Dietary Code must have had good scientific grounds for laying 
down laws prohibiting the use of shell-fish and the flesh of the pig as well 
as the method by which animals should be killed by bleeding. In 
Conjunction with this fact it is interesting to note that artillerymen and 
people who deal in carcases of animals are requested to bleed horses, 
etc., after death so as to prevent rapid putrefaction. The Talmud (Baba 
Bathia, 59 b) says: “I, the blood, am the chief cause of al! disease,” and this 
statement is in accord with modera scientific knowledge, the blood, as I 
have said, being the most favourable medium for toxic organisms. 
Another wholesome regulation is that which requires meat to be sprayed 
after being kept for three days. This would have the effect of removing 
any bacteria that might be settled on the outer surface of the meat. 
Tne very careful examination of the interna! organs of animals 
killed according to the Jewish methods goes far beyond that 
which satisfies the public health authorities. and it is noteworthy that 
huadreds of carcases rejected on good sanitary grounds for Jewish con- 
sumption find their way to Gentile shops. The use of kasher meat is a 
splendid safeguard against food iafection, and personaliy I would advocate 

propaganda for the general use of kasher meat. 
AN ILLUSION, 

The suggestion that there is anything inhumane about the Jewish 
method of slaughter, is an illusion. It is based on the mistaken assump- 
tion that the circulatory system of animals is the same as that of human 

beings. If the throat of a human being is cut, blood can still bs supplied 
to the brain by an artery going upthrough the spinal column. Such an 


artery does not existin animals, and the severance of the carotios resultsin — 


immediate cerebral ane uia and consequent loss of consciousness. 1 
admit that every care should be taken in casting animals, but that is a 
mechanical difficulty whichcaueasily ba overcome. Unscientific observers 
are often misied by installing muscular reflexes for conscious movements 
and coming to t= conclusion taat the Jewish method involves undue 
pain. Judgment should only be passed by those with adequate scientific 
training, and the evidence of authorities of unimpeachable qualifications 
is overwhelming on behalf of the Jewish method. 
CAPS OR CHEESE? 

“ There is a time-honoured aneciote of a household, the orthodoxy of 
which was somewhatelastic. Visitors had come to dinner, and the servant 
was not sure whether they were observant, so she asked the host im an 
audible whisper, ‘Caps or cheese, sir?’ ‘hey would have done well to 
vote at once forcaps. The Jewish regulation which bars milk or cheese 
after meat is most salutary, Milk is a maal in itself, and to add it to an 
already full stomach is to place a strain on the digestive system which it 
ought not to be called upon to baar. We may think what we like about 
the disciplinary and religious value of the Jewish dietary laws, but there 
is no question of their hygienic value. The science of dietetics bas not 
advanced oxe iota since the davs of Moses.” 


Secret Sins. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK: 


_ Specially written for the “* Jewish Chronicle.” 


“Cleanse Thou me from secret faults.”—Psalm cizx., 11. 


Self-righteousness arises partly from pride, but mainly from ignorance 
of God's law. It is because men know little or nothing of the character 
of the divine law that they foolishly imagine themselves to be righteous. 
They are not aware of the deep spirituality and the stern severity of the 
law, or they would have other and wiser notions. Once let them know 
how strictly law deals with its subjects, how it brings itself to bear upon 
every emotion of the inner man, and who would dare to think himesci( 
righteous in God's sight in virtue of his own deeds and thoughts? David. 
having reflected in this 19th psalm on the excellency of God's law, is le: 
to utter the thought: “Who can understand his errors?” and then be 
offers this prayer, a prayer than which nothing is more appropriate for 
the Day of Atonement, “Cleanse thou me from secret faults.” Secret 
faults may be of two kinds—faults of disposition which are of so subtic 
a character that they are hidden from the man himself who should plea: 
guilty to them, and faults that we keep secret from others, to whom we 
pretend we are better than we are. What we have to remember about 
the latter class of sins, and what the Day of Atonement so forcibly reminds 
us of, is that though our sins may be carefully hidden from the eye of man 
they cannot be hidden from the all-seeing eye of God. “What shall we 
say unto thee, O thou who dwellest on high, or what shall we deciare 
unto thee, who art enthroned above? Behold, the secret things as we!! 
as the revealed are known unto thee. Thou knowest the hidden things 
of the world and the most secret thoughts of all living. Thou searches 
all the inward parts and examinest the mind and the heart. Nothing is 
concealed from thee, nothing is hidden from thy sight.” Thus runs a 
notable passage, oft repeated, of the Atonement liturgy. We have no 
secret chamber where we can conceal our sins. Our sin is photographed 
in high heaven, and there it will remain to be one day revealed to the 
gazing eyes of all men, like the writing we read in the sky. Our deeds 
are inscribed in the book which lies open before the Divine Judge at this 


. Season of judgment. 


The open sinner has at least the satisfaction of being able to sin 
openly without being ashamed. But what must be the misery of the 
man who lives a double life, a life of pretence, in constant fear that 
something will happen to proclaim his sins in public! The man 
who sins in secret thinks more of man than he does of God, and 
regards the condemnation of his fellows as of more importance than the 
Divine disapproval. Putting God down below bis own creatures, what 
is that but to take away His divinity? The guilt of sinning may |» 
terrible, but the guilt of secret sinning is far worse, for it involves 
hypocrisy and the denial of God. 

However much we may try to conceal our sins from the public eye, 
and however successful we may be for a time, by-and-by we are certain 
to be betrayed into public sin. We may think to preserve a prudent 
moderation in sin; butas certainly as we heap one stone upon the cairn 
to-day, the next day we will cast another, until the heap, reared stone 
by stone, shall become a very pyramid. Sin cannot be held in with bit 
and bridle. Men go from bad to worse, unless they are pulled up by 
some serious happening, some wonderful appeal to the conscience like 
that which the Day of Atonement is capable of making. 

But the words of David may be rendered : “* Keep thou me from secret 
thoughts.” There are those who attach no importance to sins of thought, 
believing that a man is not responsible for what he thinks, only for what 
he does. He may harbour all sorts of foul suggestions, but so long as he 
does notaliow those suggestions to materialise he is safe enough. People 
are inclined to argue in this way because the world judges us by what we 
do, not by what we think and feel. It is only our Divine Judge who 
searches the soul and reads the thoughts—and it is the Divine Judge in 
whose presence we stand on the Day of Atonement, and indeed on a!! 
days. Never let us forget that the last of the Ten Commandments relates 
not to any overt act, but is an injunction against injuring our neighbour 
in thought. It teaches us that God's law extends to the inmost secrets 
of the heart, as well as to their materialisation in outward acts. 

The Day of Atonement calls on us to control our thoughts, 
our power of self-direction in this respect? Are our thoughts under our 
control like the members of our body’? Undoubtedly. Comsider the 
power of concentrating thought, the habit of continuous attention which 
lies at the basisof all mental and moral progress. The apprentice learns 
his trade by regulating his thoughts. Trae, it is no easy matter to contro! 
our vagrant reflections. To fight an apparition is no child’s play. A 
sense of decorum may restrain a man from open sin, but the thought sin, 
because it is invisible to the eye of society, is not sedulously guarded 
against. We must learn to cultivate our force of will so that we may 
drive ali the Canaanites out of the soul, and make it a Holy Land ip very 
deed. If we wish to check evil-doiug, we must stop its first invisible 
beginnings in the heart. ‘“‘ Keep thy heart with all diligence, for cut of it 
are the issues of life.” The cloud, when Elijah first saw it, was no bigger 
than a hand-breadth, but it soon covered the whole heavens and sent 
forth a furious tempest. So itis with evil. By harbouring a bad thought 
we harden the heart and sap our moral energies. That is why we are 
warned in Proverbs: “The thought of foolishness is sin.” To repel the 
invasien of evil thoughts we need, therefore, to take care that we live 
our lives uader a vivid. sense of the Divine Presence. And nothing brin;ss 
usso near to God as prayer. Let us invoke the Divine help, asking God 
to help and strengthen us to keep our soul pure and undefiled. ‘“ Remove 
us far from evil imagination,” we pray every morning. Every time we 


utter these words let us ponder upon their spirituality, and think of all 
that they imply.

APPOINTMENT OF Sir H. L. Samupn, G.B.E., TO BE HIGH 
COMMISSIONER.—WE do, by this Our Commission, under Our Sign 
Manual and Signet, appoint you, the said Sir Herbert Louis Samuel, 
to be, during Our pleasure, Our High Commissioner and Commander- 
in-Chief in and over Palestine, with al! the powers, rights, privileges, 
and advantages to that office belonging or appertaining.

ZIONIST EXECUTIVE'S FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


A financial statement issued by the Zionist Executive in Jerusalem, 
through the headquarters of the Keren Hayesod in America, reveals the 
manner in which the funds of the Keren Hayesod, close upon 70 per cent. 
of which have been contributed by the United States, were spent in 
Palestine in the seven months from October Ist, 1921, to April 30th, 1922. 

lu submitting the financial statement, the headquarters of the Keren 
Hayesod in America comments on the various activities and institutions. 
With regard to the medical and savitary work, which is conducted 
through the Hadassah Medical Organisation, and towards which the 
Joint Distribution Committee distributes $12,500 a month, the statement 
says: “The Hadassah Medical Organisation, a little less than 60 per cent. 
of whose budget is met by the Keren Hayesod, has seventeen hospitals, 
polyclinics, dispensaries, and laboratories, open to all, irrespective of 
creed or nationality.. During the past two years they treated 9,000 
patients in hospitals, 150,000 patients in polyclinics, 750,000 out-patients 
attending clivics, 33,000 out-patients treated at home, 55,000 laboratory 
cases.” 

With regard to education, it is stated that the Keren Hayesod main- 
tains 137 schools, including kindergartens, elementary, secondary, norma!, 
and technical schools, having 505 teachers and 13,000 pupils. In all 
schools the language of instruction is Hebrew. 

In the matter of agricultural colonisation, we are informed 
there are now fifty-five Jewish colonies with a total area of 700,000 
dunams (about 175,000 acres), and a population of 15,000. Of these, 
thirty-two settlements, on which about 1,000 agricultural workers are 
_ established on co-operative and individual lines, are being suppocted by 
the Keren Hayesod. 

One of the most vital activities maintained is that of the control and 
reguiation of immigration. In the two years from July, 1920, to June, 
1922, 19,296 immigrants entered Palestine. The Keren Hayesod looks 
after the landing, pays the per capita tax, furnishes medical services, 
finds employment, transports to place of employment, aud even advances 
Small loans to enable the immigrant to establish himself in the country. 
It maintains concentration camps and barracks for the temporary shelter 
of the immigrants. 

In addition to the activities and institutions reported on by the 
Palestine Zionist Executive, the Keren Hayesod reports to its credita 
huwber of other achievements, conspicuous among which is the advance- 
ment of the initial sums amounting to £12,500 for the promotion of the 
Rutenberg Water Power and Irrigation Scheme. The fund for the 
Hebrew University is a special trust fund within the Keren Hayesod. 
This fund has been raised principally by the American Jewish Physicians’ 
Committee, and now amounts to approximately 100,000 dols. in cash, 
besides pledges amounting to 200,000 dols. 

Following is the financial statement bearing on the expenditures of 
Keren Hayesod funds by the Palestine Zionist Executive. The statement 
calls attention to the fact that the administrative expenses amounting to 
£13,675 on a total expenditure of £243,003 represents less than six per 
cent of the total operation :

The Ban on Immigration. 
ZIONIST PROTESTS. 


The Zionist Review, in its October issue, says in a leadiag Note: It is 
idle to ignore the fact that, under the present regalatioas and their 
administration, there is practically a ban on Jewish imm'gration into 
Palestine. When we find thatin the month of July the “grand total” of 
immigrants was 349, of whom 219 were wives, children and other persons 
wholly dependent on residents in Palestine, we cannot but admit that, 
under such conditions, the worst that is said about the desire in certain 
quarters to exclude Jews from the Jewish National Home is not without 
substantial justification. We recognise that with the limited possibilities 
for employment in the country, a certain contro! is b)uaod to be exercised 
in the admission of those who cannot show visible means of sub 
sistence, but this form of solicitude can apparentiy be turned 
into a system whereby one of the most difficuit things for a 
Jew may be to enter Erez Israel. We have Hitherto con. 
sistently refrained from criticising a procedure which will turn the 
whole idea of a Jewish National Home into a mockery among the tnivy 
thousands of able-bodied and capable men and women who passionately 
long to enter their ancestral land, their National Home, and earn their 
living by the sweat of the brow, Caring nought for the drawbacks which 
such an undeveloped country can offer them. We had hoped tha’, 
after the visit of the High Commissioner to London and his interchange 
of views on this subject with the Zionist Executive, there would be 
evolved some improvement on a system that is not only harsh In its 
application but truly intolerable to those who take a personal or pubiic 
part in the development of Palestine. But itis the one subject on which 
Jewish sentiment is probably most concerned, and it ison this question 
more than any other that the Zionist Executive will have to justify itself 
to its constituents. 


Palestinian Excavations. 


ARCH AZOLOGICAL DISCOVERIES IN THE LAND OF ISRACL 
A series of articles are appearing in the J7imes, from the pen ci its 


special correspondent in Palestine, dealing with arch >iogical research 
work in the Laud of Israel. A complete excavation of the ancient City of 
David, on Mount Ophel, is to be undertaken. The proposa! emanates 
from the Palestine Administration, and representatives of all countries 
are invited to participate in the work. Arcb@>logical research is contem- 
plated also in Transjordania. ©! particular interest to Jews are the 
excavations of the Franciscan order at Capernaum, which, howevcr, are 
temporarily suspended. The extensive rains of a fine synagogue in 
Jewish classical style of the early centuries of the Christian era are boing 
gradually laid bare. The next stage will be a partial reconstruction of a 
portion of the building, which seems to have been thrown down by an 
earthquake. 


Unrest in Palestine. ! 


EYE-WITNESS’S ACCOUNT. 
The special correspondent of the Daily Telegraph quotes passages 


from a letter, written by a lady residing near Jaffa, which give a vivid 
account of the unsettled conditions in the Land of Israel. The letter 
describes the murder of four Jews by the Arabs, and 4 retaliatory attack 
by the Jews, in which an Arab boy was beaten to death. The letter 
concludes: 

The situation is very alarming, and will probably become worte. . . . >. 
In the last three days five persons have thus beea killei, four Jews and ons 
Arab, and there is a great outcry because the English police do not take 
measures to capture the guilty ones. The Jewish popalation in both Tel-Aviv 
and Jaffaare greatly alarmed aud excited, and dread further attacks by the 
Arabs. Appeals have been made to the Government, but nothing hasbeen done 
to protect the people, so the Jews have been forced to take moas ures for their 
protection.

Mr. JosepH CoweN presided, and among those present were Com- 
mander Kenworthy, M.P., and Mrs. Kenworthy, Mr. and Mrs. Philip 
Snowden.

The CHAIRMAN read a message from Dr. Weizmann, who telegraphed 
from aris: | 

Please convey my deep regret at my inability to reach London in time to 
attend the farewell luncheon to Col. and Mrs. Wedgwood, and to express 

rsonally my best wishes on their departure for America. For years 
bol. Wedgwood has been foremost among English statesmen in advocating 
publicly and in the House of Commons Lord Balfour's licy for the 
re-establishment of the Jewish National Home in Palestine. His assistance, 
always inestimable, is still more appreciated as coming from a politician 
noted for his advocacy of the free development of all Oriental peoples. The 
fact that Col. Wedgwood is now prepared to proclaim the policy of the Jewish 
Nationa! Home in Palestine and America, and to appeal to American Jewry 
for the Keren Hayesod, proves afresh the idealism of which British statesmen 
and politicians are capable, a quality appreciated to the fall by the Jewish 
people. As President of the Zionist Organisation, I tender my warmest thanks 
and best wishes to Col. Wedgwood, and congratulate the directors of the Keren 
Hayesod on having succeeded in finding so excellent an advocate for the Fund 
n America. 


The CHAIRMAN went on to say that in spite of the outcry in the 
Press about the cost of Palestine to the taxpayer, the development of 
Palestine was not costing Britain a penny, and it was the Jews who were 
accomplishing it. It was to plead on behalf of the Fund for the Develop- 
ment of Palestine that Colonel Wedgwood was going to America, 
and they greatly appreciated the fact that a man not a Jew should 
place himself so valiantly and so magnificently at their disposal. 
He did so, probably because he realised that the development of 
Palestine would be for the benefit of the whole world. It was that kind 
of Englishman that made them very proud to see Palestine under a 
British Mandate. Unfortunately not all Englishmen were Wedgwoods, 
and not all of them were so insistent as he was on Britain keeping her 
word to the Jews. Col. Wedgwood realised that what Zionists were 
fighting for was that jastice and freedom which were so dear to his heart. 
They had every confidence that his mission to the United States would 
be successful. 

Dr. EDER. in proposing the health of Col. and Mrs. Wedgwood, referred 
to the important part which the Jewish Labour Party had played in the 
recent development of Palestine. In espousing the Zionist cause, Col. 
Wedgwood was true to his tradition of fighting against injustice and 
oppression wherever he found it. 

Mr. 5. KAPLANSKY supported the toast, and emphasised the import- 
ance of the alliance between the Jewish and British Labour Parties. 
Although millions of Jews had found a home in America, they had 
remained true to their yearning for a soil and life of their own, and in 
pleading for the Keren Hayesod in America Col. Wedgwood would bs 
assured of a cordial reception. 


Col. WEDG WOOD, in reply, said that he was going out at the invitation 
of the Jewish Labour Party in America, andin doing so he was carrying 
out the resolutions repeated at Congress after Congress of the British 
Labour Party. The British Labour Party might very often not be 
quite certain as to how to cure all the ills of this world, but 
of this they were quite certain, that when they saw injustice 
and intolerance, then that Was something which everybody who 
had the interests of Labour at heart had to fight. He did not speak for 
the Jews because he happened to be Josiah. (Laughter.) The Labour 
Party were in this movement because they had seen the results of 
centuries of oppression of the Jews throughout the world. They had 
seen the results not only upon the Jews, but upon others. It had 
created a spirit of intolerance which had extended even to America, 
as was evidenced by the Ku Klux Klan movement. It had created 
caste barriers which made the whole work of Labour more 
dificult. It had created throughout the whole of the Centre 
and East of Europe a class of under-dogs, fitted only to live in the 
Ghetto, and unfitted for full citizenship and for all those rights which 
they in the Labour Party held to be the inalienable rights of mankind. 
What good would it do if they made Palestine the home of the Jews. if 
they got into Palestine a large influx of Jews from all the persecuted 
parts of the world? He maintained it would do an enormous amount of 
good, in the first place, in creating a sense of national pride in the Jewish 
Race. Up till now it had been almost 3

A Union for the Benefit of Both. 


There was one other point of view they had to consider. They 
could not say that at the present moment Great Britain had too 
many friends in the world. Thanks to a somewhat erratic 
foreign policy, they were left oow with the British Ewpire 
to appeal to, and nothing much else. And he would like to 
see, particularly in the key position on the banks of the 
Suez Canal, a population friendly, and not unfriendly, to Great 
Britain. They knew that among the strongest opponents of the 
Jewish Home in Palestine up till now had been the Morni.g Post and 
Lord Sydenham and that class of “die-hard.” They had been some- 
what routed the other day over the Rutenberg concession, by Mr. 
Winston Churchill. But that class of Jingo had been consistently and 
violently opposed to the Jews, and had valiantly supported the claims 
put forward by the Arab Effendis in the name—erroneously he thought 
—of the Arabs of Palestine. The events of the last fortnight or so 
might make a change. It was evident that they had to go to the Jews, 
rather than to the Arab Effendis and to the ex-Turkish officials, 
who had had so much to do with this agitation. It was becoming clear 
that if they were to rely upon friends, they had, in the interests of England, 
as well as in the interests of the Jews, to stimulate the Jewish settle- 
ment in Palestine and to develop it, as they should, in a solidly hundred 
per cent. English colony, b3cause thereby they would be

as well as developing a scheme wisely benevolent. The Chairman in his 
speech had referred tothe complaint that a lot of money was being spent 
in making Palestine safe for the Jews. He believed it amounted at the 
present time to about £2,000,000 perannum. He desired to point out that 
they would be spending that money on troops even if they were not in 
Palestine. ‘hey had to protect the Suez Canal, and the mere accident 
that they happened to be quartered in Palestine instead of in Egypp 
ought not to be charged against the Jewish National Home. The bes® 
way to reduce that expense and to make the Jews safe in Palestine was 
by setting up some form of gendarmerie, some local force, which could 
replace the British troops, and render it no longer necessary to have such 
a large army in Palestine. He was going over to America, and would 
have to put the case before Americans. It was true that the Mandate 
was in English possession. Personally, he would have liked to have seem 
an American Mandate. and America taking a more effective part in the 
settlement of the Near East. But he was certain that the same argu- 
ments would appeal to the American people. They, too, knew that the 
vice they had to fight was the vice of intolerance, which was fostered 
unfortunately by all the reactionaries of both continents. In fighting 
that vice they were doing the right thing, and he hoped that when 


Palestine became 


A Jewish Commonwealth 


the Jews would then be as hostile to intolerance as they were now. 
There was only one drawback. The Jews had invented a language of 
their own. (Laughter.) Why the Irish and the Indians and the Jews 
could not be content with God's own English instead of those extraordinary 
scripts of theirs, he could not make out. (Laughter.) But they would 
grow outof that! All young nations went through their teething period, 
and he hoped that the Jews would eventually adopt the only language iu 
which to express the feelings of the Universe. (Laughter.) He thanked 
them for giving Mrs. Wedgwood and himself that excellent luncheon and 
such a splendid send-off on their visit to the States. He hoped that he 
would be able to present a satisfactory report when he returned. He 
thanked them from the bottom of his heart for their reception. 

Mrs. PHILIP SNOWDEN expressed on behalf of the guests their good 
wishes to Col. and Mrs. Wedgwood. Col. Wedgwood need not be afraid 
of being calleda Jew. She had written to a woman friend protesting 
against the treatment of the Jews in Budapest, and had received in reply 
five pages of abuse, the writer concluding by saying that in spite of her 
pink cheeks and yellow hair she must be a Jewess. (Laughter.) She 
had many Jewish friends, and from the point of view of intellect, capacity, 
artistic achievement and general culture, the level of these Jewish friends 
was considerably higher than that of an equal number of pon-Jews. She 
expressed the hope that she might have the privilege of visiting Palestine. 

Mr. C, J. L. MALONE, M.P. said that Col. Wedgwood was one of the 
most earnest supporters of the Jewish cause in the House of Commons, and 
in selecting bim for that Mission they had@ chosen one of the most 
eloquent speakers on their behalf. He regarded the Jewish National 
Home as one of the very few ideals which had survived the Peace 
Treaty of Versailles. People were beginning to understand that a great 
deal of development would be necessary before Palestine could be 4 
Satisfactory home for the Jewish people, and he hoped that a real big 
comprehensive scheme of reconstruction would be set on foot in the near 
future. If Col. Wedgwood succeeded in bringing about a real union 
between English and American Zionists, he would add great lustre to his 
trip. He gladly added his voice to those who had expressed their good 
wishes for the success of his mission.

The World Conference of the Poale Zion was opened at Berlin on the 
18th inst. Thirty delegates attended. 

Mr. Kaplansky, of London, President of the Organisation, described 6¢ 
the part that the Poale Zion was playing in the Vienna International 
Labour Organisation. He referred to the Organisation's practical work 
in Palestine. A very large proportion of the public labour of the country 
had come into their bands. Jewish capitalism in Palestine could not do 
much to prevent or oppose that work. The animosity of many of the 
Arabs towards Jewish labour was, the speaker explained, due to the 
antipathy felt by the aristocratic Arab Sheikhs towards Jewish demo- 
cracy.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI

My DEAR COUSIN) 

We had #learned’man with ts last ‘Friday evenitig, and we were se 
edified by his talk of the Day of Atonement service that 1 feel sure you 
will be interested to have a short report of our conversation. 

To begin with, he pointed out that the appeal of Kippur Day has 
alWa@ys béen strong. Two thousand years ago Philo was stewek by this 
fact; he adumbrates ‘upon marvellous holiness:of' the Day’ /which 
moved evén the Teast religittsly inclined. Possibly there were “Day of 
of Atonement Jews” in Philo's day as well as in our Own. 

What was the main ceremonial.of the Day in ancient:times? my 
friend asked. He supplied an answer to his question by turning to the 
#ixteenth chapter of Leviticus. It was pleasing to observe how well he 
knew the contents of the Biblical passage. Quick as lightning came 4 
short analysis of the chapter—the High Priest was not to enter the Holy 
of Holies at all times; he might do so only when he was @ressedin holy 
linen garments and offered the prescribed sacrifices. Thes@¢onsiated ofa 
bullock anda ram to make atonement for himself, and of two’he-goats 
for the people. Of the latter, one was offered in the Temple, and the other 
sent away into the wilderness. Not a word is said about the Day of 
Atonement until the end of the chapter; there all the ceremonial is 
ordained for the tenth day cf the seventh month, 


A simple story, my friend remarked. But in the process of time 
these ordinances were extended. The sacrifices were spread over the 
best part of the day; the High PYiest had to go through a course of 
preparation for the ceremonial; and'more and more the stress was laid 
not so much on the actual sacrifices as on the idea of atonement. Thus 
while the biblical passage mentions the confession of sin once only, it 
would seem that before long that confession was uttered three times/ 
Additional soleninity was added to it by the pronunciation of the Dv, 
on hearing which the assembled populace fell on their faces and 
worshipped. Soletinity was the keynote of the day’s celebrations; when 
these were concluded, the whole people were filled with a joyous certainty 
that God had heard and forgiven, and the remainder of the Great Day 
was characterised by glad processions and dances. 

My friend visibly warmed to the subject. The remarkable thing is, 
he continued, that from quite early times there was already in existence 
a liturgy for the Day of Atonement. It appears to bave been the longest 
in existence, occupying the best part of the Day. This must have beew 
the case in Talmnd*times; for wé are ‘told of Rabbi Akiba that‘’in the 
middle of the service: he instituted an interval so that parents might go 
home to give food to their children—?'32'3 YESH py 4 
DVMIN OY ONY This must have been a’ common practices for 
the same thing is reported, more picturesquely, of Rabbi Acha, who; 
after the Musaph service, addressed the congregants as follows? 
“ Brethren, let those ef-you who have children at home withdraw in order 
to see to their needs! ” 

But what was the Liturgy? Its central theme was the Confession of 
Sin. Uttered at frst only bythe High Priest, it came ‘ultimately to be 
said by each individual member of the congregation. But the Confession! 
needed an Introduction, and. it is generally assumed that this was’ 
furnished by a recitation of the whole of the Mishna’ Yorwna, which relates’ 
the sacrificial programme of the Day. The earliest form of the Kippur 
service thus appears to have been this business-like record of the 
sacrificial rites followed by the Confession cf Sin. In the process of 
time; however, it camé to be felt that s> prosaic a narrative as the 
Mishiia text was not likely to arouse interest or enthiisiasm in the 
worshippers. It was not long, therefore, before poets began to exercise 
their fancy by prefacing to the Mishna record compositions in verse, 
wherein their imagination might have free play. Great poets of the’ 
ealibre of Solomon Ibn Gabirol and poetasters of lesser powers produced’ 
these verse narratives, and there'is a curions tradition that St. Peter was’ 
the author of one of them, which began with the words:7?AA'jNX, A 
legend current among Jews in the Middle Ages was that Simon Kefa’’ 
(St. Peter) only pretendéa to adopt Christianity in order to differentiate 
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between Judaism and its daughter religion by preseribing special rites {or 
the latter; that he ended his days in a castle in Rome specially built fr 
him, where he'lived on bread and water, and spent his time composio, 
prayers for use in the synagogue service. 

Almost without exception these poetical effusions are modelled 
the same theme. They begin with a short account of the work «' 
creation, tell the story of Adam and his descendants, lead up to the 
patriatchs and Israel in Egypt, and describe the institution of the price «:. 
hood. This furnishes the authors with an opportunity of turning to the 
High Priest and his duties on the Day of Atonement. ‘The whole i. 
adorned with florid language gathered from the Psalms andthe Book «/ 
Job, andthe ablest of the poetical writers dwelt at length on the more 
dramatic incidents of the Bible story and on the ceremonial of the |): 
itself. 

Very many of these productions are extant; they bear a mark«! 
similarity to each other not only in their subject matter but also in their 
outward form. The verses are alphabetically arranged, and in the body 
of the poem there is usually an acrostic of the author's name: At firs: 
each poet read his composition to the congregation; at a later date, when 
it became possible to multiply texts, the congregation joined the author 
in the recitation. 

Another tendency common to these poetical narratives was that they 
ended with the Prayer of the High Priest when be left the Holy of Holies. 
He prayed for a prosperous year, mostly in characteristics alphabeticaliy 
arranged, etc., 7393 NW CON MW. Nor was this all. The mention of 
the High Priest leaving the Sanctuary led the poets to dilate on his 
beauty, and the well-known verses were introduced which: have as their 
chorus, AN IW, Thereafter, what more natural than the thought, 
this glory is past, and why? Becanse of our sins. Here was the bridge 
to the Great Confession. 

In each congregation, almost'in each Kippur Prayer-Book, a choice 
was made cf some particular poem from among the numerous versions 
that are extant. The version read in this country, which is found on 
page 159 of Arthur Davis’s VY?" for Kippur Day, begins with the words 
M5 YOR. The poem is in alphabetical form, and after all the letters of 
the Hebrew alphabet have been utilised, there follows an acrostic giving 
the author’s name, PIN Meshullam ben Kalony mos 

lived abont the year 980 in Mainz, where also he is buried. His verse 
narrative of the Atonement sacrificial service is one of the best known; 
it has been adopted in many German communities. 


_ So far my friend. I remarked that as a rule-the 173 TD, as it is 
called, is hardly recited at all nowadays, The medimval poetry appears 
to have lost poptlarity. It appeals nolonger. At best only those portions 
of the Aboda receive attention which are @ken from the Mishna, and 
which the Reader chants by themselves, as, for instance, the High 
Priest's Confession, or his method of counting as he sprinkled the blood— 
“ one, one and one, one and two,” and so on. Would it not be more in 
accord with the times if from. the diffase medimval poetry we returned in 
these days to the simple prose of the Mishna? Would it not be more 
instructive either to-read the Mishna narrative or have it expounded by 
the Rabbi? The Day is long enough, however, both for edification an@® 
instruction, and I can well conceive of a clever preacher making the most 
of the Mishna'record. Not only would he be instructive, not only would 
the congregation be made acquainted with Jewish archeology, but by 
arresting their attention in this way the Rabbi would add-to the decorum 
of the service. In olden days the poetical effusions wére introduced to 
adorna plain story. Such compositions were the fashion then. To-day 
it might be meeter to revert back to the simple original. 


My friend, though a great lover of the medieval poets, admitted that 
my suggestion was not without point. But who will carry it out? he 


asked. I wonder if there is a minister among us with sufficient courage 
to set a fashion which may have excellent results, —

CuieF RABBI A. RODRIGUES PBREIRA (Amsterdam). 

The death occurred in Amsterdam on Wedaesday in last week of Chief 
Rabbi Aron Rodrigues Pereira. The deceased was in his sixty-third 
year, and had for some-time past suffered from severe illness. He was 
Chief Rabbi of the Sephardic Community of the Hague, Dayan of the 
Sephardic Community in Amsterdam, and Lecturer at the Sephardic 
Seminary in thateity.

The idea underlying the Ministerial order is as follows: There are 
stilla large number of Russian and Polish Jews in Hungary, against 
whom the extradition order of two years ago must be enforced. The 
Government bases this order on an Act of Parliament dealing with 
foreigners, but the term “foreigner” is, in this instance, exclusively 
applied to Jews, who, being Jews, are ipso facto “ undesirable elements. 
Their presence in the country can only have a harmful effect on economic 
conditions, and can only retard consolidation. Therefore all foreign Jews 
must be extradited, no matter how long they have lived in Hungary, no 
matter whether they have established their businesses or acquired their 
lands before or after the outbreak of war. The Jew who was not vorn in 
Hungary will not be allowed to stay in the country in any circumstances, 
while those foreign Jews against whom criminal proceedings were or are 
being taken must be interned immediately. A list of all foreign Jews, 
including details as to their place of residence, etc., must be supplied tothe 
Ministry of the Interior not later than the 15th October, The authorities 
are warned to carry out this order with the greatest possible secrecy. 
This is necessary in order to prevent these elements from making a noise 
either in this country or abroad. 


American Rabbi Robbed.

But at a meeting of 
Labour leaders, representing over a hundred thousand workers, it was 
decided not only to permit the plan to go through, but to request all 
Italian workers to co-operate with their Jewish comrades, and together

Foreign and Dominion News Items. 


THE Municipality of Dwinsk has rejected the motion of the Jewish 
members that it should take charge of and subsidise the Jewish schools. 

THE Jewish Workmen’s Circle of America has decided that each of 
its 83,000 members shall be taxed one dollar for the benefit of the Hebrew 
Immigrant Aid Society. 

THE Polish Government has closed the office of the American Joint 
Distribution Committee in Baranowitchi. 

THE Danish Landmanns Bank, the centre of Jewish finance in 
Denmark, which recently sustained heavy losses, is to be re-organised. 
The State, together with the East Asiastic and Northern Telegraphic 
Companies, is taking up 100,000,000 crowns of the new capital. Mr. Emile 
Gluckstad, the general manager, has resigned. 

Tue American Joint Distribution Committee ‘has decided to build 
two thousand houses for Jews in Eastern Galicia. 

THE authorities at Tchenstochaw have refused to allow the Jews to 
open a People’s University. 

Mr. JAN Kostos, editor of a Polish anti-Semitic organ, has been 
arrested for publishing an attack on President Pilsudsky. 

REPRESENTATIVES of Jewish newspapers were excluded from an 
invitation to the Press to hear a statement on the parliamentary elections 
by the Polish Minister of Justice. The statement was afterwards sent 
to the Jewish papers, which, however, declined to print it. 

AT a reception held in Lis honour at Brest-Litovsk, the Polish 
Minister of the Interior refused to listen to a speech in Yiddish. 

THE Chief of Police at Vilna has decided on the immediate deporta- 
tion of all Russian refugees.

Rabbi Dr. Salomon on “ Peace.” 


Preaching at the Great Synagogue on the first day of Rosh 
Hashanah, Rabbi Dr. B. Salomon said that he looked around 
him and saw a world wrapped in the darkness of depression. He 
saw intolerance, cruelty, and bigotry rampant, and every weapon that 
could be furbished against their people drawn out of the armoury of 
their enemies. He could only wonder what nineteen centuries of 
the Christian religion had taught the world, if the same brutality 
and wickedness were allowed to flourish, as if the word religion 
meant nothing outside one’s owa particular creed. They used 
to entertain the fond delusion that the great war, which they all sub- 
consciously felt was inevitable, would never come in theirtime. Well, 
they had been grievously disillusioned; but were they prepared for a 
repetition of the same borrors on an even greater scale, which at the 
present moment seemed again to threaten them? Were they not one 
individual opinion, and if their opinion were multiplied ten thousand-fold 
would it not sway the councils of the world? There alone lay the path 
to perpetual peace, the education of the individual opinion. And was not 
that a task in which everyone could participate? He was nota cynic. 
He was, he ventured to claim, profoundly religious, but he was a sincere 
believer in the Omnipotent power of the Almighty. Were they given 
brains, understanding, and intellect not to use them? Did anyone 
imagine that it was not their duty to make the reign of the 
Prince of Peace a living reality? Many of tnaem had to sacrifice 
all they loved best on the altar of their country, and did they not 
rise from their knees when the dread conflict was over, with the 
determination that never again should such a crime stain the history 
of civilisation? It was the duty of every one of them to help to form 
such a consensus of opinion, that their leaders would adopt a policy 
that led to peace and not to war. The League of Nations was a 
noble idea, but would it ever prosper without the nations at its 
back? Never! They must not allow their ears to be deafened by the 
clamour of petty and self-secking politicians. To Jews, above all, was 
the task entrusted of preaching the doctrine of amity and peace. They, 
above all nations, had suffered the martyrdom of the sword. They had 
always to endure the base charge of desiring war, and then when war 
came they were ever the scapegoats. They must by their unswerving 
advocacy of peace, return good for evil, and rest assured that when that 
day came, that war would be regarded with loathing and abhorrence, 
then, indeed, would they, the People of the Book, at last come into 
their own and receive that recognition which they had won by the 
martyrdom of centuries. 


Talmud Torah School. 


At a meeting of the Executive, with Mr. S. H. Steinart, the President, 
in the chair, it Was unanimously resolved to erect a marble tablet in the 
hall of the school to the memory of the late Mr. Ephraim Harris, M A., 
who was Chairman and Treasurer of the Hebrew Education Board at the 
time of his death. Mr. Jerome Jacobs and Rabbi Dr. B. Salomon were 
elected Chairman and Treasurer respectively in his place. Nearly two 
hundred pairs of boots and suits were distributed last week by Mrs. D. 
liacks (wife of the Treasurer of the school). The arrangements for the 
distribution were made by Mr. Harry Levy and the Kev. I. W. Slotki, 
M.A., the Principal. 


Trades Council and Unemployment Insurance. 


At the monthly meeting of the Manchester and Salford Trades and 
Labour Council, the following resolution was unanimously adopted :— 

That this Council strongly protests against provisions of the Unemployment 
Insurance Act which discontinue payment during unemployment to members 
of trade unions who are classified as Aliens, whilst at the same time their 
employers deduct their unemployment contribution from wages. This Council 
calls upon the Labour Party to take steps to get this Act amended soas to put 
an end to this injustice. 

Mr. Lipman (Furnishing Trades’ Association), in moving the resolu- 
tion, said that, although not an alien, he deeply regretted that the 
Government was acting in such a ruthless manner as to deprive aliens of 
benefits to which they were honestly entitled. Every person in employ- 
ment was compelled to contribute to the Unemployment Insurance 
Scheme. Yeta Britisher received benefit and an alien did not. It was 
nothing but an attempt to economise at the expense of the alien, who was 
not capable of protesting against such an injustice. 

Mr. Henry Thompson (Metal Workers’ Trade Union), in seconding, 
said that he wished to endorse the remarks of the previous speaker. 
During the war, aliens were asked to fight for England on the promise 
that when the war was finished they would be treated on identical terms 
with the Britisher. Since the war, the position of aliens had become 
more difficult, inasmuch as they were being harassed and worried to such 
an extent that England had long lost the fame of being called a free 
country. 


Ephraim Harris Memorial Fund. 

A meeting of the fund was held last week at Frankenburg House. 
Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., who presided, said that the late Mr. Harris was 
a great schoolmaster and was much appreciated for his personal qualities. 
It was resolved, on the motion of Mr. F. A. Shiers, seconded by Mr, A. A. 
Benjamin, “That this meeting resolves to issue a general appeal to the 
community for a fund to perpetuate the memory of the late Ephraim 
Harris.” At the subsequent discussion it was shown that the general 
desire was to raise the sum of £3,000 in order efficiently to carry out the 
Scheme. A committee was formed. Several contributions towards the 
fund were promised. 


Jerusalem University Library Committee.

At the request of the Central Committee of the Keren Hayesod, it 
was decided to circularise the movement urging the formation of Keren 
Hayesod Committees. 

Proposals from the Burial ‘Committee with regard to the machinery 
for working the scheme of burial facilities for members of Iciendly 
Societies were further considered. 

It was decided to place the management of the scheme on a 
centralised basis. It was felt in the special circumstances that centrali- 
sation, i.e., the creation of a separate Burial Society under the auspices 
of the Association, offsred a greater prospect of successful management. 
It was further resolved that the inclusive contribution be 4d. per week per 
member, and thatthe extra quarterly contribution be notraised. Formal 
proposals for centralisation will be submitted to the next quarterly Con- 
ference of Delegates. Active propaganda will be undertaken. Consti- 
tuent societies will be circularised with full details, and the help of 
Officers of the Association in popularising the scheme among the members 
of the different bodies will be offered. A public meeting under the Chair- 
manuship of Sir Stuart Samuel will also be organised. 


THE MEANING OF “CENTRALISATION,.” 


The decision of the Executive Committee of the Association of Jewish 
Frieadly Societies (writes a correspondent in yesterday's Jewish Wortd) 
is more important than appears on the surface. There had been sup- 


port for a scheme of management which bore resemblance to that of the. 


Convaleseent Home. But similar circumstances do not obtain. The contri- 
butionsfor the Convalescent Home are collected compulsorily under a rule 
which had the sanction of the Registrar, and which has been embodied 
in the dormal rules of the Orders and their Lodges and in the rules of 
independent societies associated with the Home. The contribction for 
the Convalescent Home bas become part of the ordinary contri»utions of 
members, and the member who does not pay it is subject to the usual 
penalty imposed in Friendly Society rules. It will thus be seen that it 
was quite easy from the beginning for the Assoeiation to collect the 
Convalescent Home contributions through the agency of the Orders and 
Societies. Payments were, and stillare based on total membership, less 
deductions for prescribed reasons. The scheme of burial facilities is 
voluntary, and it follows that a procedure which was completely feasibie 
for the Convalescent Home, and remains perfectly successful, could uot 
be applied with any substantial prospect of success in the new scheme. 
Pay mente for the burial facilities would not be an obligation of member- 
ship, and local collection, even with the best intentions, could not have 
the same success as central collection. It would have been unfair to 
impose on the head offices of Orders obligations for a scheme which is 
voluntary in essence and for which arrangements in working actually 
might differ in the Lodges of any given Order. 


Those were not the only objections to local working. The scheme 
places definite liabilities on the Association of Jewish lriendly Societies, 
both as regards the payment of the contributions of 2)d. per member for 
the right of burial and the help for the general and communal purposes 
of the United Synagcgue, and the cost of funerais as and when they arise. 
Direct liability having been accepted, direct control would appear to be 
the obvious solution. The United Synagogue would deal only with the 
organisation which entered into the undertaking, and any other relation- 
ship would be repugnant to the letter and spirit of the scheme. 


Perhaps the best reason of all for centralisation, and one which probably 
guided the Executive of the Association in its decision, was the great 
advantage contributing members would possess in dealing with one body. 
It should not be overlooked that the scheme embraces facilities for the 
member, his wife, his widow, his unmarried daughters and unmarried 
sons under the age of twenty-one. In the event of a death, the member 


- would be in touch with one agency. Besides, direct contact between that 


agency and the contributors coffers overwhelming advantages from the 
point of view of administrative efficiency. The scheme is peculiarly one 
which demands sympathetic attention at a time of acute domestic 
distress, aud any arrangement which placed the member in doubt or 
difficulty would be unfortunate, to employ no stonger term.

THE BURIAL SCHEME. 


A meeting of the Executive Committee was held last week at the: 
offices of the Grand Order of Israel. Mr. Michael Levy presided. There 
were also present : 

Sir Stuart M. Samuel, Bart.,and Messrs. 8S. Binderman, I. Kutner, J. Bader 
I. Danziger, D. Lewis, 8. J. Lampel, 8. Rosenthal, J. Smith, I. Nunes Vaz, and 
M. F. Vangelder. 

At the request of the Central Committee of the Keren Hayesod, it 
was decided to circularise the movement urging the formation of Keren 
Hayesod Committees. 

Proposals from the Burial ‘Committee with regard to the machinery 
for working the scheme of burial facilities for members of I'ciendly 
Societies were further considered. 

It was decided to place the management of the scheme on a 
centralised basis. It was felt in the special circumstances that centrali- 
sation, i.e., the creation of a separate Burial Society under the auspices 
of the Association, off »red a greater prospect of successful management. 
It was further resolved that the inclusive contribution be 4d. per week per 
member, and thatthe extra quarterly contribution be notraised. Formal 
proposals for centralisation will be submitted to the next quarterly Con- 
ference of Delegates. Active propaganda will be undertaken. Consti- 
tuent societies will be circularised with full details, and the help of 
Officers of the Association in popularising the scheme among the members 
of the different bodies will be offered. A public meeting under the Chair- 
mauship of Sir Stuart Samuel will also be organised. 


THE MEANING OF “CENTRALISATION,” 


The decision of the Executive Committee of the Association of Jewish 
Frieadly Societies (writes a correspondent in yesterday's Jewish Wortd) 
is more important than appears on the surface. There had been sup- 


port for a scheme of mauagement which bore resemblance to that of the 


Convaleseent Home. But similar circumstances do not obtain. The contri- 
butionsfor the Convalescent Home are collected compulsorily under a rule 
which had the sanction of the Registrar, and which has been embodied 
in the dormal rules of the Orders and their Lodges and in the rules of 
independent societies associated with the Home. The contribrtion for 
the Convalescent Home has become part of the ordinary contri>utions of 
members, and the member who does not pay it is subject to the usual 
penalty imposed in Friendly Society rules. It will thus be seen that it 
was quite easy from the beginning for the Association to collect the 
Convalescent Home contributions through the agency of the Orders and 
Societies. Payments were, and stillare based on total membership, less 
deductions for prescribed reasons. The scheme of burial facilities is 
voluntary, and it follows that a procedure which was completely feasible 
for the Convalescent Home, and remains perfectly successful, could uot 
be applied with any substantial prospect of success in the new scheme. 
Pay mente for the burial facilities would not be an obligation of member. 
ship, and local collection, even with the best intentions, could not have 
the same success as central collection. It would have been unfair to 
impose on the head offices of Orders obligations for a scheme which is 
voluntagy in essence and for which arrangements in working actually 
might differ in the Lodges of any given Order. 


Those were not the only objections to iocal working. The scheme 
places detiuite liabilities on the Association of Jowish Iriendly Societies, 
both as regards the payment of the contributions of 2 }d. per member for 
the right of burial and the help for the general and communal purposes 
of the United Synagcgue, and the cost of funerals as and when they arise. 
Direct liability having been accepted, direct control would appear to be 
the obvious solution. The United Synagogue would deal only with the 
organisation which entered into the undertaking, and any other reciation- 
ship ‘would be repugnant to the letter and spirit of the scheme. 


Perhaps the best reason of all for centralisation, and one which probably 
guided the Executive of the Association in its decision, was the great 
advantage contributing members would possess in dealing with one body. 
It should not be overlooked that the scheme embraces facilities for the 
member, his wife, his widow, his unmarried daughters and unmarried 
sons under the age of twenty-one. In the event of a death, the member 
would be in touch with one agency. Besides, direct contact between that 
agency and the contributors offers overwhelming advantages from the 
point of view of administrative efficiency. The scheme is peculiarly one 
which demands sympathetic attention at a time of acute domestic 
distress, and any arrangement which placed the. member in doubt or 
difticulty would be unfortunate, to employ no stonger term.

RAPHAEL TUCK AND SONS, LTD. 


POSTCARDS AND POSTAL CHARGES. 


The twenty-firstannual meeting of Raphael Tuck and Sons, Ltd., was 
held at Winchester House Old Broad Street, on Tuesday oflast week. Sir 
Adolph ‘Tuck, Chairman, who presided, in moving the adoption of the 
report, said that if the actual uet results of the past year did not come 
up to the figures of some of the previous years, the standing of the Com- 
pany had never been higher, nor the number of its regular customers 
greater. Given but more normal conditions of trade its net earning power 
was bound to be considerably augmented. Happily the efforts pvt forth 
by the Picture Postcard Committee specially appointed to combat the 
unjust increase of postage on picture postcards, and of which Committee 
he had the honour to be Chairman, had proved successful, and on May 
3lst last the postage on Picture Postcards was again reduced to 1d., 
and in the case of five words to $d. Unfortunately, however, the Post- 
master-General had seen fit to limit the five word message which entitled 
the sender to the 44. rate of postage, to phrases of courtesy or of a 
conventional character only. He (Sir Adolph) had already approached 
the Postmaster-Geveral on behalf of the Picture Postcard Industry to 
remedy that state of affairs, but sofar without result. He was not, how- 
ever, altogether without hope that the Postmaster-General might relent, 
and in order to bring this seemingly small but highly important question 
with its full import before the Public, the Directors had inaugurated an 
important Postage Prize Competition, limited of course to Tuck's Post- 
cards, with Prize awards amounting to £5,000, of which £3,500 would go 
to Competitors, £1,000 to Hospitals selected by Competitors, and 500 
Guineas to the Trade for the best Window Displays of Tuck’s Postcards. 
He was glad to say that the Competition was being enthusiastically 
taken up by the entire Trade, and that it had already evoked a consider- 
able number of responses on the part of the Public. The Directors 
recommended the payment of a Final Dividend on the Ordinary Shares 
for the six months at the rate of 12°, per annum, making with the 
Interim Dividend of 8% already paid a Dividend of 10% per annum. Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle, in seconding the motion, said that he hoped the 
trade would play their part in making the competition which had been 
initiated by Sir Adolph Tuck a great success. The report and accounts 
were unanimously adopted, 


In the picture pages of yesterday's Jewish World appeared a portrait 
of Miss Minna Tomchinsky, who has concluded a s x-months’ engagemené 
as Soloist-Conductor at the Galety Theatre, Manchester. Miss Tomchinsky 
(who is a Russian) was interned in Austria during the war, where she 
eventually came under the notice and patronage of Dr. Richard Strau 
who also conducted her concerts Since then she has played with gre 
success in Italy, Spain, Jugo Slavia (under the patronage of King 
Alexander), and at Musical lestivals in Petrograd and Moscew. Sheis 
now in London, where she intends to give a recital. 

Mr. Howard Jacobs, a young American, claims to have developed an 
entirely new form of production of dance music, which he calls “‘ coloured 
Syncopation.’ He uses a new instrument, known as the soprano saxo- 
phone, which has an immensely wide range of tone. Mr. Jacobs, with 
the Boston dance orchestra, appeared at the Berkeley Hotel on Tuesday, 
this being his first demonstration in England. 

The thirty-seventh season of the South Place Sunday Popular

A MENACE. 
A vigorous contribution to our discussion comes from NRachel 


Sipkin, of Dalston. 


She writes: “The initiator of our new debate, 
Michael Henry, compares the Church to the Synagogue. 


He wonders 


why the Church should maintain missions for disseminating its 
doctrines and the Synagogue should set its face against this practice. 
I would raise the question: ‘Does Judaism require missionaries to 
spread its doctrines’ Whatare missionaries but those who entice our 
young at a ductile age into the teachings of their (the missionaries) 


religion? 


In the past they have always proved a menace to Judaism, 


so why, even if it were necessary, should the Jews employ missions 
to draw. people professing other religions from theirs? Judaism as a 
living force does not require propagation ; inasmuch as Jewish ideals

THE ANTI-SEMITE. 

‘ But,” Rachel goes on to say, “ will the anti-Samite, any doctrinal 
assertions to the contrary; alter his attitude towards our people’? | 
think the effort te removehis racial enmity wou'd prove futile. It is 
curious to note that among the anti-Semites I have met the mayority 
are well-informed and well-read in the Old Testament and Jewish 
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history, so of what consequence would a form of enlightenment, 
in the shape of a mission, prove to such people? Michael Henry 
tells us that if any non-Jew wishes to become converted to Judaism 
all sorts of difficulties are putin the way and it is made as hard as 
possible. Surely your correspondent knows what a Jew should be, 
and has heard of the precepts, of the dietary laws, and of the 
traditions he has to observe. A man cannot become a Jew in a day, 
for are not all our laws inculcated in a child from the first day of its 
understanding. Even the most sympathetic non-Jew cannot fully 
understand us, cannot calculate all the laws pertaining to our religion. 
One needs to be born and bred in a Jewish household to be able to 
observe all this; there is so much in it. I should say that Judaism 
had better remain as in the past, and if it survived the past it will 
ennoble the future, without the aid of missions.” 


TO THE JEWS FIRST. 


Another niece, who has been prominent in former debates, but 
who now modestly desires to hide her identity behind a pseudonym, 
writes under the pen-name “ Viva Nuestra Religion”: “ In my opinion, 
the best manner possible to spread the teachings of Judaism, and to 
cause others to be interested, is not by preaching or by the maintain- 
ing of missions, but by every Jew, individually, practising his Judaism 
in such @ way as will give such a fine example that it will perforce 
attract and draw the attention of others so favourably that they will 
ask; ‘ What is this religion that gives such noble characteristics to its 
people? What is this religion that ennobles all things and brings such 

ce among its followers? Let us learn more of this religion!’ Yes, 

say, let all the Jews first be converted to Judaism. Let them be 
converted from the gross materialism, the Paganism, and the 
indifference, which so many adopt as their religion, before we think of 
Spreading it among others. When we have every Jew and Jewess 
faithful followers of Judaism surely then is time enough to spread the 
doctrines and the beliefs and the teachings of our own religion among 


other peoples.”
